On purchases it is customary 
to give at least a 3 day satisfactory re- 
fund. Notify this journal of any com- 
plaints. 

GRADING STANDARD 
PROOF — Coin, a mirror-like finish, es- 
pecially struck for collectors on polished 
metal blanks and struck by slower 
hydraulic press to obtain best feature 
lines. 

UNCIRCULATED — Made for general 
circulation when minted but never 
reaches circulation. Has a mint lustre, 
no scratches, rubbings or mars. 

EXTRA FINE & A. U. — about same - 
Coin is about uncirculated, slightly worn 


on high points and may have some 
mint lustre. 

Vv. FINE — Has been circulated but all 
features and lettering are sharp. 


FINE — Has all features and lettering 
but not sharp. 
V.G. — Has border rims most features 


and lines visable. 

GOOD — All features and lines worn 
about visable. 

FAIR — Considerably worn. 

POOR — Considerably worn smooth, 
or corroded, good only as space filler. 
This grading is used only as a guide to 
help you and is a general medium used 
by all dealers and collectors in the 
Numismatic field. 

Write for contract rate forms. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect here are a few suggestions 
and some advice. First, a coin guide 
book is a must. They can be purchased 
for $1.00 or more from most coin deal- 
ers. This book has helpful information; 
on care, condition, value, amount mint- 
ed, types, how coins are made, and 
other news of help and interest. Most 
coins can be found in circulation. As 
you are making your set always try to 
improve the worn coins. Value of coins 
depends greatly on the condition. Never 
clean or polish coins unless you are

experienced. If you do try, use a cc 
date coin. There are now handy clean- 
ing kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies 
can be obtained at your dealer. You 
may also notice that the age of old 
coins does not make them rare. There 
are some late date coins minted that 
are worth more than some hundreds 
of years old. What makes one coin 
worth more than another are by these 
factors: Amount of coins minted, avail- 
ability, collectors demand and any un- 
usual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trad- 
ing with collectors. Mint sets can be 
bought by writing the Treasury Dept., 
U. S. Office of Treasurer, Washington 
25, D. C., at face value, plus postage 
and handling. To obtain Proof Sets of 
current year send $2.10 money order 
to Supt. Phila. Mint, 16th and Spring 
Garden Streets, Philadelphia, Pa. You 
may order as many sets as you wish. 
Commemorative half dollars are auth- 
orized periodically by Congress. These 
halves when issued are not sold by the 
mints, they are turned over to a Com- 
mission authorized by Congress at face 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium. The average price 
of most Commemoratives have been 
from $1.00 to $1.50 each.

COIN BEACH 


The following article appeared 
in the “What Do You Want To 
Know?” Column of the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. 


What can you teil me about the 
coins sometimes found at Reho- 
both Beach, Del., and the ship 
lost there? —J. T. MeN. 


After heavy storms, which 
churn up the ocean, large copper 
coins and sometimes gold and 
silver pieces are washed ashore 
below Rehoboth Beach along the 
Ccean Highway leading to In- 
dian River Inlet. The section has 
been designated as Coin Beach. 
Treasure hunters have found Irish 
and English coins of the 18th 
century as well as some from 
Spain and France. Historians 
have tried to learn which of the 
many: ships wrecked off Cape 
Henlopen, Del., gives up some 
of its wealth when the sea is 
angry. 

The Irish vessel Faithful Stew- 
ard was lost at Indian River 
Sept. 2, 1785. The treasure ship 
De Braak, carrying precious 
metals valued at $15,000,000 
foundered off the Cape in 1798. 
A ship called Three Brothers 
came here with a cargo of gold 
and copper coins to relieve the 
shortage in the Colonies and when 
it was wrecked the gold coins 
were recovered. Possibly the cop- 
per pieces are from the Three 
Brothers. 

Still’ another wreck, the brig- 
antine Count Durant, lost in the 
summer of 1783, may be the mis- 
er at the bottom of the sea. No 
one really knows.

Mint only, and was first 
discovered as an over-date in the 
New York area. 

Question: 

If I secured some rolls of coins 
from a bank which # appear to 
be uncirculated, would I be just- 
ified in advertising them for sale 
as uncirculated ? 

Answer: 

As a general rule YES. 
Question: 

Would you advise me how yor 
would wrap rolls of coins which’ 
you expect to keep for a long 
period of time? 

Answer: 

There are some specially treat- 
ed papers for this purpose, which 
will keep your rolls from oxidiz- 
ing. Inquire at your dealer. As a 
substitute, wax paper, and foil 
paper have been known to keep 
rolls from oxidizing for a long 
period. 


Question: 

Assuming that I were purchas- 
ing US Proof sets through the 
mail from miscellaneous individ- 
uals who might see my ad, is 
there any method other than the 
appearance of the coins them- 
selves by which one might deter- 
mine whether the coins are gen- 
uine proof? 

Answer: 

YES, for one, all proofs are 
minted at Phila. Mint and there- 
fore do not have any mint initials. 
Also, the side rims are straight. 


Question: 

Why is it that 1950 and 1951 
proof sets are more costlier than 
the 1940-41-42 when there were 
fewer of the latter minted? 
Answer: 

This bares out the fact that. 
the coin collecting hobby has in 
creased its interest with many 
thousands of new collectors in 
the past few years. With this, 
plus supply demand, availability 
and speculation governs the 
prices asked,

HISTORICAL 

In the early days of our nation 

before United States money was 

issued, there were in circulation 

English shillings, French louis- 

dors, and Spanish doubleons, 

with other units of the money 
of those nations. This caused con- 
fusion and slowed up trade. The 
dollar was adopted by the Con- 
gress existing under the Articles 
of Confederation in 1785 as the 
unit of our money, and the deci- 
mal system as the method of 
reckoning. In 1792 the United 

States monetary system was es- 

tablished, and the United States 

Mint began coining money at 

Philadelphia in 1793. 

Paper currency was used by 
our people even before the Dec- 
claration of Independence was 
signed. It was called Continental 
currency. Its value became so 
small that “Not worth a Contin- 
ental” was a common saying. 
Paper money also used after the 
adoption of the Constitution in 
1789. It was not Federal currency 
but bank notes. 

First coins of the United States 
were authorized in the Act of 
April 2, 1792, which provided for 
the establishment of the Mint 
4nd the issuance of the following 
coins: 

GOLD: Eagles (each of the 
value of ten units or dollars) 
half eagles, quarter eagles; 

SILVER: Dollars half dollars, 
quarter dollars, dimes and 
half dimes; 

COPPER: Cents and half cents. 

Many changes in the laws gov- 
erning coinage, and in the coins 
themselves have been made since 
the original act. Half dimes and 
half cents no longer are issued. 
At various times in the 3-cent 
denomination have been issued, 
first authorized in 1851. A 20- 
cent piece was coined for a time 
beginning in 1875. A 2-cent piece 
was coined from 1864-1873. The 
5-cent coin was introduced in 
1866. The Mints no longer coin 
or issue United States gold coins. 

Prior to the Civil War, the on- 
ly paper currency consisted of 
notes issued by banks operating 
under Federal or State charters. 
There was no federal paper cur- 
rency. 

The first paper money issued 
by the Government of the United 
States consisted of non-interest- 
bearing Treasury notes authoriz- 
ed under the Acts of July 17 and 
August 5, 1861, and February 12, 
1862. These notes were in the 
fo'lowing denominations: $5, $10 
$2). 

The Act of February 25, 1862, 
authorized an issue of “United 
States Notes’, popularly referred 
to as “greenbacks”, or “legal 
tenders”, in which the following 
denominations appeared: $1, $2, 


$5, $10, $20, $50, $100, $500, 
$1,000. 

As in the case of coins, many 
changes in the laws governing 
our currency have been made. 
Coins and Currency as now Issued 

The coins currently issued by 
the United States are standard 
silver dollars, subsidiary silver 
coins in denominations of fifty 
cents (half-dollars), twenty-five 
cents (quarter-dollar), ten cents 
(dime), and minor coins in de- 
nominations of five cents (nick- 
el), and the one cent. Standard 
silver dollars are coined in such 
amounts as may be required by 
business, and to meet the demand 
for the redemption of silver cer- 
tificates in that form of pay- 
ment. No silver dollars have been 
coined since 1935. Subsidiary sil- 
ver and minor coins are coined 
in such amounts as the business 
of the country may require. Gold 
coins are no longer coined or 
paid out by the United States.

Don’t Hide Gold Coins, 
Sell Them 


$5 Piece Worth From $7.50 to 

$15 — But Not at Bank 

The Pittsburg Press 

If anybody’s got a roll of gold 
coins left over from his salad 
days as a worker in the mills, 
it’s all right to let them see day- 
light again. 

But don’t take them to a 
bank to cash them in. Take 
them to a numismatist. 

“The Pittsburgh area is one 
of the richest in U. S. gold coins,” 
said Robert G. Sommers, a coin 
dealer at 643 Liberty Ave. “Steel 
workers here were paid in gold 
coins—by contract—until about 
1933.” 

That was the year that the 
U. S. Government suddenly is- 
sued an order to its citizens to 
turn in their gold coins for paper 
and silver. 

Shady Feeling 

Although the order has grad- 
ually softened throughout the 
years and has recently been com- 
pletely relaxed, many citizens 
still feel a little shady about 
having hoarded gold. 

“Five years ago, anybody that 
had a gold coin thought some- 
body was following him in the 
streets,” said Mr. Sommers. 

Officials of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank branch here agreed. 

“We get less than one gold 
piece a month,” said one of- 
ficer. “That’s usually from 
someone’s estate. The heirs 
think they have something hot 
and they want to get rid of 
it quick.” 

Actually, this attitude is far- 
fetched. The Treasury Depart- 
ment, having recovered more 
than 80 per cent of the country’s 
outstanding gold, is willing to 

let bygones be bygones. 

[ More than a year ago, the Fed- 
eral Reserve System sent out a 
letter to member banks advising 
them to advise customers to ex- 
change their gold coins at a 
dealer’s. 

A bank, by law, can give only 

$1 for a $1 gold piece. But with 

' the gold prices higher now the 
free market value of that gold 
alone is $1.80, said Mr. Sommers. 

And in a $5 U. S. coin, the gold 
becomes worth $10 to $15 to a 
collector. 

Pittsburgh banks don’t seem 
inclined to take ‘this advice, 

though. A spot check of six 
Downtown banks turned up not 
one voluntary admission that 
gold could be sold for more. 

A teller at one bank, ques- 
tioned further, insisted that 
$5 was all a $5 gold piece was 
worth. 

Coin dealers have been known 
to admit that they buy many 
of their gold coins from bank 
tellers. 

“We don’t feel that it’s our 
problem,” was the consensus of 
most bank officials on this 


Barriers Down 


The heart of the matter is that 
gold coin selling is no longer 
much of a problem to anybody. 


In 1952, Government restric- 
tions were eased to permit coin 
collectors to import gold coins. 
Two years later, their export 
was legalized. 


About a year ago, all gold coins 
minted in the U. S. were offic- 
ially classed as “collector’s 
items.” The Government has con- 
stantly said that bona fide collec- 
tors could keep their gold coins. 


In spite of all this, there are 
still those who live in needless 
fear of the T-men—like a for- 
mer South Hills resident. 


“She asked me out to look at 
her gold coin collection,” said 
Mr. Sommers. “When I got there, 
she pulled a roll of hoarded $20 
gold pieces out of the ice cube 
tray in the refrigerator!”

COIN OF THE CONFEDER- 


ATE STATES 


The Confederate Government 
did not have a metallic currency. 
In other words they only issued 
paper money and no coins. How- 
ever, there is evidence that, after 
the New Orleans Mint was seized 
in 1861 by the Confederacy, dies 
were prepared for a half dollar 
and a few specimens were struck 
of which only about four are 
now located and known to exist. 
They are, of course, very valu- 
able. About 1870 the original dies 
were discovered and secured by 
a New York party, who proceed- 
ed to strike the so-called re- 
strikes. The regular U. S. Half 
Dollars of 1861 were secured, the 
reverse was smoothed off and 
the Confederate die impressed 
thereon.

WAR TOKENS—1861-1865 


These tokens were issued by 
various parties, individuals, and 
firms during the war between the 
states. They were mostly issued 
in Northern States. There are 
about 5,000 different varieties. 
Most of them are about the size 
of our small cents. While not 
legal tender, they were passed 
and accepted as 1c pieces. None 
are very valuable, as they were 
issued in very large numbers.

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THE CONFEDERATE 
HALF DOLLAR 
JAMES A. BROWN 


In response to a number of 
inquiries as to the exact figure 
of how many of these coins there 
are, I submit the following sta- 
tistics. 


It is not known generally that 
the Confederation minted a 50c 
coin at the Mint in New Orleans, 
which Mint was appropriated by 
the South. It is unusual that col- 
lectors did not find out about 
this piece made in the year of 
1861 until about 1879. One coin 
and the dies for making it were 
discovered in the possession of a 
person in New Orleans. One die, 
the reverse and the coin were 
bought by Mr. Mason of Phila- 
delphia who then sold them to 
J. W. Scott of New York. Scott 
& Co. procured 500 of the genuine 
1861 half dollars of the O Mint, 
shaved off one side and then 
stamped them with the Confed- 
erate reverse. 


The records show, four half 
dollars were struck of the orig- 
inal Confederate half and 500 re- 
strikes of the reverse on legiti- 
mate coins. Of the four originals 
one was given to Jefferson Davis, 
one to Professor Biddle of Louis- 
iana University, one to Dr. Ames 
and the last remained with the 
Chief Coiner, Taylor. It was this 
coin with the reverse die which 
was sold to Mr. Mason. Lack of 
silver bullion we believe was the 
reason the Confederates did not 
mint the 50c piece for general 
and needed circulation in these 
trying times. 


The one coin which is known 
was purchased by an advanced 
collector of the time to enhance 
his collection. During his life- 
time it was not for sale and hard- 
ly ever seen, so greatly was it 
prized. Upon the death of this 
collector his will directed it be 
given to the Museum of the 
American Numismatic Society, 
Broadway and 156th Street, New 
York City. There the coin lies in 
state open to the eyes of the 
curious in all its lovely splendor.
